To  Cl* a*  Last  Yka*’s  Sit,**.— For 
the  remaking  of  last  year’*  black  silk  may 
recommended  an  excellent  mode  ol  clean¬ 
ing.  Rub  each  breadth  carefully  with  a 
woolen  cloth  to  get  the  dual  from  the 
surface,  the  ap  mge  it  all  off  with 
in  which  on*  or  two  black  kid  gloves 
ha  vs  been  boilud,  a  quart  ot  water  lor  a 
pair  of  glovct ,  iroo  while  wet,  with  ex 
tremely  hot  irons,  on  the  wrong  aide.  For 
colored  silks  the  same  coloted  glove* 
to  lie  bailed.  For  this  purpose  it 
ia  well  to  save  old  kid  flove*  of  all  colors. 

Another  mode  tried  with  great  success 
ia  the  same  process  of  rubbing  off  the 
dirt  with  a  woolen  rag,  then  mix  an  equal 
quantity  of  strong  tea  and  vinegar,  with 
which  tha  silk  It  waahtd  by  rubbing  it 
with  a  piece  of  fl  innel.  It  must  !>*  made 
very  wet,  Brnooth  the  silk  carefully,  fold 
ln^  it,  and  in  about  fifteen  minutes  iron 
it  on  the  wrong  aide  with  very  hot  Iron*.

Laws  of  New  Jersey. 

CHAPTER  CCCCXXXIV. 

A  supplement  to  tlia  act  approved  April 
fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy 
three,  entitled  ”  A  Further  Supplement 
to  an  act  entitled  '  An  act  fur  the  organ 
it  it  ion  of  the  National  Guard  of  the 
Stole  of  New  Jersey,*  ”  approved  March 
ninth,  one  ihuuaaud  eight  hundred  and 
sixty  nine. 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly  of  the  Slate  ol  New  Jersey, 
That  tile  captain  of  every  company  of  the 
National  Guard  of  this  state,  organised 
and  exi-ting  in  the  city  of  Newark,  in  the 
county  of  Essex,  shall  make  out  or  cause 
to  lie  made  ont  a  written  stab-incut,  and 
shall  sign  the  aauio  under  oath,  ol  the 
name*  and  residences  of  all  the  nieuibera 
of  said  company  residing  in  said  city  of 
New  ifk,  and  ah  ill  present  said  statement 
to  the  board  of  assessment  and  revision  ol 
taxes,  in  and  for  said  city  of  Newark,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  May  in  each  and 
every  year  ;  and  every  member  of  said  N* 
tional  Guard,  residing  in  said  city  of  New¬ 
ark,  and  claiming  the  exemption  from 
taxation  provided  for  in  aectiou  eight  of 
the  said  act  to  which  this  is  a  supplement, 
•ball,  prior  to  the  third  Alouduy  in  Juue 
of  each  and  every  year,  make  a  return  in 
writing  and  under  oath,  to  said  board  ol 
assessment  and  revision  ot  taxes,  of  all  his 
estates,  both  real  and  personal,  and  in  his 
s  id  te'urn  state  the  tact  of  his  member 
ship  in  said  National  Guaid,  and  hi*  claiui 
for  exemption  Pom  taxation  on  five  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  by  reason  of  said  meuilwrvhip, 
hy  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  said  seciion 
eight;  and  any  member  of  said  National 
Guard  teaideut  in  aaid  citv  of  Newark, 
whether  s  general  or  staff  officer,  comniis- 
s  oned  or  noncommissioned  officer,  mu-i- 
ci m  or  private,  who  shall  fail  to  make  aaid 
return  and  claim  for  exemption  therein  to 
said  board  of  assessment  and  revision  of 
t  >xes  prior  to  the  third  May  in  June,  as 
aforesaid,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  or  be  al¬ 
lowed  the  exemption  ftuiu  state  county 
ami  municipal  luxation  upon  live  hundred 
dollars,  provided  for  in  said  section  eight, 
any  law  of  this  state  to  the  contrary  not 
withstanding. 

2.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  all  acta  or 
p  iris  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provi 
sinus  ol  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed,  and 
that  this  -  ct  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to 
Ire  a  public  act  and  shall  take  effect  imme¬ 
diately.
